DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, A. J. Paitsrick. 
Teacher, Miss E. B. Rowe. 


This school was under the instruction of Miss Rowe during the 
year. The teacher was very efficient and gained the good will of 
her pupils and good progress was made by all. As the school was 
small more time could be devoted to special instruction than in the 
larger schools. At the examinations the appearance of the pupils 
was creditable to themselves and teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, J. Avery. 
Teacher, Miss C. L. Cram. 

The term of school was wholly included in the months of autumn. 
The teacher worked to make the school profitable and good progress 
was made by most of the pupils, and her success was quite commen- 
dable. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee, O. A. Hoyt. 
Teacher, Miss A. J. Eaton. 

This school was fortunate in having a teacher of experience during 
the year. Miss Eaton has been untiring in her efforts to benefit and 
instruct the scholars intrusted to her care. Good government has 
been sustained with less difficulty than is generally experienced in 
this school. We have been pleased to notice in our visits the 
good feeling and sympathy in common work that seemed to exist 
between teacher and pupils.

This is her first experieuce in teaching and she has been quite suc- | 
cessful. So far as the committee can learn harmony has existed be- 
tween teacher, scholars and parents. At the different examinations 
during the year the school has appeared well, and the progress in 
study made by the pupils was satisfactory. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 


This year has been a quiet one for our schools. No school has 
been interrupted in its prugress and demoralized by disorderly con- 
duct. The teachers without exception so far as we know have been 
faithfal in the discharge of their duties, interested and earnest in 
their work, kindly in their bearing toward pupils. A great im-— 
provement can be made in the schools by the parents in arranging 
for the attendance of the pupils during the whole day. Many of the 
dismissals reported are occasioned by the parents requesting ‘their 
children to be dismissed after their lessons are recited, simply to 
gratify them in some senseless wish to be free from the restraints of 
the school room. The results of such requests are detrimental to the 
best interests of the pupils. Parents should insist upon their chil- 
dren attending school punctually and should nevez allow them to be 
absent at examinations. Scholars should feel an honest pride in be- 
ing able to say at the close of the school term that they have neither 
- been absent or tardy We suggest that the committee inthe coming — 
year bear in mind that their schools need the best instructors; that a 
short school conducted by a teacher competent and able to maintain 
good order with a temperament adapted to the school, is more profi- 
table than along school with a poor teacher.
